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'We are just voting fodder!' 


MAYOR CONDEMNS'CABINET 
SYSTEM' AT DISTRICT LEVEL

DORCHESTER 
mayor Andy Canning 
has condemned the 
decision making 
process at district 
council level, referring 
to all non-cabinet 
members, as “voting 
fodder” who have no 
influence at all. 

Councillor Canning, a 
Liberal Democrat council¬ 


lor representing Dorch¬ 
ester on West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, made his 
comments at a Lib Dem 
democracy meeting at 
Lyme Regis on Saturday. 

Councillor Canning, who 
also sits on Dorchester 
Town Council, outlined 


how the district council 
was run by seven members 
of the Conservative con¬ 
trolled authority, led by 
council leader Robert 
Gould, and how many de¬ 
cisions went through on a 
show of hands with little 
or no discussion. He ex¬ 


plained that the cabinet 
system was adopted after 
legislation brought in by 
the former Labour Gov¬ 
ernment so that there 
would be more trans¬ 
parency and accountability 
at a local level. 

Killed democracy 
But he went on to ex¬ 
plain that this process had 
in effect “killed local 
democracy” with opposi¬ 


tion members not being 
able to deal effectively 
with constituents’ com¬ 
plaints. 

Councillor Canning said 
this system surprised and 
angered West Dorset resi¬ 
dents who attended coun¬ 
cil meeting to listen to 
controversial issues when 
important decisions were 
made without any debate. 

He also maintained that 
the system caused “a sur- 
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prising amount of antago¬ 
nism” among members. 

Councillor Canning said: 
“There is a surprising de¬ 
gree of animosity among 
members. The political 
landscape in West Dorset 
is quite antagonistic and 
there have been some 
fairly big battles in recent 
times.

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LIFE COACH Nicole Willett grew up in Bedfordshire 
and lived in various parts of the country before 
moving to Dorset. 

She has lived in Eype near Bridport with her part¬ 
ner for the last four and a half years and enjoys 
working with stained glass and learning the saxo¬ 
phone. 

Now aged 55, Nicole began life coaching two 
years ago. 


■ WHAT is life coaching? 

Sometimes change is forced on us for example by a sud¬ 
den loss of employment or a relationship breakdown; at 
other times we initiate change ourselves. Life coaching is 
a process that can help us understand change, make pos¬ 
itive changes, achieve our goals and get the most from 
our lives now and in the future. 

■ DOES a Ife coach need qualifications? 

Whilst there is no current official requirement to be qual¬ 
ified, I decided to study for a diploma in life coaching 
(Dip.LC) before setting up my own business. Prior to that 
I worked as a probation officer in various parts of the 
country and for the NSPCC in Dorset. This gave me a great 
deal of experience of working with different people on a 
wide range of issues. 

■ IS life coaching psychotherapy? 

No, although both work with people and attempt to help 
them move on, they are different. Psychotherapists often 
work with people where there have been past or present 
events or issues that have significantly affected them; 
they work in depth usually for an extended period of 
time. Life coaches tend to work with people for much 
shorter periods of time and whilst significant past events 
can be discussed to assist finding solutions for the pres¬ 
ent, they are not dealt with in the same depth. Some peo¬ 
ple will only need a couple of sessions of life coaching, 
others will need longer depending on the issues or what 
they want to achieve. 

■ WHY do people need a life coach? 

There are many issues that people want to discuss. They 
include changing job or job insecurity, financial difficul¬ 
ties, moving home, relationships, the stresses of bringing 
up children or looking after elderly relatives. Sometimes 
people have specific goals they want to fulfill; others may 
know they want to make changes but not be sure exactly 
what they want to do or how to go about it. 

■ WHAT do people get out of sessions with a life 
coach? 

My approach is to help people identify their goals and 
the possible obstacles to achieving them. I then help 
them think about how to overcome these obstacles and 
make plans for the present and future. I use a positive 
and motivational style, tailoring sessions to individual 
needs. Appointments for individuals take place either at 
my home or at premises in or near Bridport. I always offer 



a free first appointment to help people decide if life 
coaching is for them and if they want to work with me. 

■ ARE sessions always one-to-one? 

No, I also offer workshops in the Bridport area (see dates 
at end of interview). 

■ ARE there age restrictions? 

There is no upper age limit but the minimum age of my 
clients is 18. My view is that for children and young peo- 
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pie there are a range of specialised services that would 
better suit their needs. 

■ HOW did you get into life coaching? 

Several years ago I read some interesting articles about 
life coaching and subsequently had a number of sessions 
with a life coach to find out more and to discuss a possible 
change of career. I found it very helpful to take time out 
from my daily life to work on issues with someone who 
was objective and supportive. 

■ WHO has most inspired you in life? 

Lots of people have inspired me in different ways during 
my life including family members, friends and colleagues. 
Aung San Suu Kyi, the Burmese opposition leader who 
was placed under house arrest for two decades, is some¬ 
one I have found inspiring because of her determination 
and courage to bring about change and to fight injustice, 
never losing hope in the face of personal danger. 

■ WHAT do you think of self help books? 

Self help books can be very useful in encouraging us to 
make changes e.g. to ourselves, our health, our relation¬ 
ships and our environment. I have found a number of self 
help books thought provoking over the years. However, I 
think we also gain another perspective from talking to 
and listening to others, whether this is someone we know 
or a professional. I think there is a place for both. 

■ WHAT would your motto be? 

Make the most of every day and don't be afraid to try new 
things! 

■ FAVOURITE place on earth? 

Lots! Often it's being in the camper van on a quiet camp¬ 
site where there's a sea view, lovely walks and cosy pub 
nearby. 

■ WHO would you most like to see again? 

I was close to all my grandparents but if I have to choose 
one then it would be my maternal grandmother. She was 
always kind and loving, ready to listen and encouraging.

(£6 charge). A vision board is a fun, practical way to identify 
future hopes and plans, using images and words.

(£15 charge) 

The Saturday workshops will use a variety of techniques, in 
a supportive environment, to help people make changes and 
move forward.

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Protesters march against cuts 
in council and NHS services 


PROTESTERS braved the rain to march in opposition 
to local council and NHS cuts in Dorchester at the 
weekend. 

Speaker after speaker decried the reduction in serv¬ 
ices and loss of jobs which, they claimed, will have 
the worst effect on the poorest. 

Dorchester Independent councillor Alistair Chisholm 
won cheers and applause when he blasted Tory-con- 
trolled West Dorset District Council for their spending 
on new offices - while at the same time cutting serv¬ 
ices. 

He said public services were “the cornerstone of any 
decent society” and a mark of a civilised society. 

“They matter to all. But they matter most to those in

our communities whose needs are the greatest - the eld¬ 
erly, the infirm, those disadvantaged through their mental 
or physical condition, and many others. 

Outrageous and gross 

“Cuts to public services mean, than in very real and 
often distressing ways, the most needy in our society are 
being asked to pay the price for the outrageous and gross 
excesses of our banks and our investment institutions.” 

He said that money which West Dorset has spent on its 
new offices should have been spent on affordable housing 

and the protection of 
public services for the 
most vulnerable. 

The Trades Council- 
organised march started 
at The Great Field, 
Poundbury and walked 
past the new council of¬ 
fices for a rally at the 
bottom end of South 
Street. 

Many banners referred 
to ‘a Valentine’s Day 
massacre’ - the meeting 
today, Thursday 14 th , 
where county council¬ 
lors are expected to 
agree a further £llmil- 
lion of cuts to the budget 
for the coming year - 
with the proposal of an 
extra £13.5m in the 


2014/15 financial year and another £13.2m in 15/16. 
March organiser and Secretary of the Trades Council, Tim 
Nicholls said: “This level of cuts is not sustainable any¬ 
where and least of all in a county such as Dorset. We have 
an elderly population who rely on public services to help 
them live”. 

A message was read out at the rally from The Right 
Reverend Dr Graham Kings, Bishop of Sherborne. 

“I am seriously concerned about the government cuts 
and am glad to hear about the demonstration.. .please pass 
on my greetings and my concern for the people affected 
in our communities.”

government wants. Often this proves to be the death of 
democracy as it’s impossible for the public to have any 
influence over what decisions are taken. If they (the cab¬ 
inet) make the right decisions, no problem. But if they 
make decisions which are not popular, there is no method 
of challenging these decisions. The only method of doing 
so is to replace them at the next election. So many people 
do not vote on what’s going on locally, they vote on the

basis of the national view at Westminster. 

“As opposition councillors we have nothing to do apart 
from oppose things. It seems that members of the major¬ 
ity party who are not on the executive do not have any 
influence either. It’s quite spooky when all hands go up 
but they haven’t said anything. We are just voting fodder 
with no influence on decisions.” 

Councillor Canning was one of a number of speakers 
lined up by the Lyme Regis and Marshwood Liberal De¬ 
mocrats with a brief to talk on the work of the district 
council. 

He also spoke about the council’s financial situation, re¬ 
ferring to West Dorset being one of the richest local au¬ 
thorities in the country with £54 million in the bank. 

Sharing staff costs with Weymouth 

He said the district had been able to maintain frontline 
services despite a cut in government funding because of 
savings achieved by sharing staff costs with Weymouth 
and Portland Borough Council which amounted to £1.5 
million. 

Councillor Canning also expressed concern about the 
number of new houses, an increase of 20 per cent, being 
earmarked for West Dorset, saying: “Lyme is not getting 
many but quite a few others are getting considerable de¬ 
velopments and causing great anxiety.” 

He was concerned that there was a “presumption in 
favour of development” which he thought was “strange 
in a rural area” and expressed fears that new develop¬ 
ments were being “steamrollered through with no concern 
for the environment”. 

Further comment on the cabinet system came this week¬ 
end from another Dorchester councillor, the independent 
Alistair Chisholm speaking at the protest rally into coun¬ 


cil and NHS cuts when he criticised WDDC for spending 
almost £10 million on new offices rather than affordable 
housing and protecting services. 

Councillor Chisholm said: “It (the new offices) stands 
here today as testimony to the dangers inherent in the cab¬ 
inet system of governance - a one-party, one view system 
currently practised by both the district and county coun¬ 
cils, a system that by its very nature stifles debate and 
discussion and undermined the very foundation of democ¬ 
racy. 

“Until we introduce, or re-introduce a system which al¬ 
lows for free expression of different views and encour¬ 
ages open debate on those different views, local decision 
making will be the poorer as will the communities that 
the council claims to serve.” 

Other speakers at the Lyme Regis meeting on Saturday 
included Dorset’s new Police and Crime Commissioner, 
Martyn Underhill, who was accompanied by the county’s 
recently appointed Chief Constable, Debbie Simpson. 

Mr Underhill told a packed gathering of all political per¬ 
suasions that the additional funding he had secured by in¬ 
creasing the police precept by £3.51 would provide 12 
additional policeman and the recruitment of 250 addi¬ 
tional Special Constables across the county,100 of which 
would be utilised in rural areas and which would benefit 
West Dorset. 

Also on the panel of speakers was Dilip Chakrabarti, 
representing Virgin Care, which has just taken over the 
running of the Lyme Regis Medical Centre, Lyme Regis 
GP Dr Forbes Watson, chairman of the NHS Dorset Clin¬ 
ical Community Group, and long-serving Dorchester 
county councillor Trevor Jones, who gave an overview of 
the work of the county council.

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Plans go in for large scale windfarm 


and work begins on a solar farm before permission has been granted 


A PLANNING applica¬ 
tion for what could be¬ 
come the first large-scale 
windfarm in Dorset has 
been submitted. 

Ten industrial turbines 
each almost 400 feet tall 
are being planned for a 
site off the Dorchester to 
Blandford road, north of 
Puddletown and Tolpud- 
dle. 

West Coast Energy 
claim that when the wind 
blows the site could pro¬ 
duce enough power for 
14,000 homes - although 
their claim has been ques¬ 
tioned by some opponents. 

A local protest group, 
TAINT, has already been 
set up to oppose the 
scheme claiming it will 
ruin open countryside and 
views from local homes. 

The Mold-based com¬ 
pany say each turbine 
would be 126.5metres to 
the vertical blade tip, with 
a height to the hub of 80m 
and each the rotor blade 
46m in length. 

Each machine would be 
capable of generating 2 to 
2.5 Megawatts at maxi¬ 
mum output. 

The site will also have a 
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wind monitoring mast and 
an electricity substation. 

Construction is expected 
to take eight months, with 
around 90 ‘exceptional’ 
loads for larger parts being 
delivered to the site. It pro¬ 
poses to bring most of the 
machinery into the coun¬ 
try via Southampton docks 
and then brought to the 
site by road. 

The timescale for con¬ 
sideration of the applica¬ 
tion is not known at the 
moment - but one plan¬ 
ning expert has said he 


would be surprised if it 
could be brought before a 
committee for a final deci¬ 
sion before the autumn of 
this year. 

Meanwhile another large 
renewable energy project 
- for a massive solar panel 
‘park’ on the former BBC 
transmitter site at Ramp- 
isham has come under fire 
this week for work already 
underway, despite the fact 
that the planning applica¬ 
tion has not yet been con¬ 
sidered. 

Residents say some of 


the aerials have already 
been demolished and hun¬ 
dreds of posts erected 
ready to take solar panels. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust 
says it is concerned about 
the effect the work might 
have on the ecology of the 
area, including to acid 
grasses which have been 
largely untouched since the 
1940s. The site is within 
the Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty where 
strict controls are supposed 
to be applied against devel¬ 
opment. 

West Dorset District 
Council’s planning depart¬ 
ment, Natural England and 
the Dorset AoNB team 
have all been asked to take 
action.

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Anger as workers use residential 
roads for free all day parking 
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THE COUNTY council is 
considering more parking 
restrictions for Dorch¬ 
ester’s Victoria Park - to 
solve the problems caused 
by no parking areas previ¬ 
ously introduced. 

Since the start of short- 
stay and residents only 
parking in Alexandra Road, 
Coburg Road and Edward 
Road all-day parking has 
spread to Queens Road, 
Clarence Road, Treves 
Road and Maud Road - to 
the annoyance of those 
who live there. 

There are also similar 
problems in and around 
Monmouth Road. 

Many of those who park 
on the streets are town cen¬ 
tre workers, including staff 
at the County Hospital, 
only five minutes walk 
away from many of the 
favoured free parking loca¬ 
tions. 

Several residents in 
Queens Road have written 
to complain about the dan¬ 
gers of getting out of their 
drives - with problems also 
caused for patients who can 
no longer find a space near 
the GP surgery in the road. 

Problems are made worse 


at either end of the day as 
parents arrive to pick up 
and drop off their children 
at the Middle School and at 
Thomas Hardye’s. 

Now council officials are 
suggesting double yellow 


lines around the Clarence 
Road and Treves Road 
junction and the possibility 
of either four or two-hour 
waiting in sections of 
Queens Road - although 
they admit 


that by doing so the prob¬ 
lem of all-day parking is 
likely to simply be pushed 
to another road. 

Also being investigated 
is further restrictions at the 
eastern end of Maiden 
Castle Road where resi¬ 
dents are also beginning to 
suffer from all-day park¬ 
ing. 


“All this is being caused 
by people who will not pay 
parking charges in the 
town, or the park and ride, 
yet they are so close to ei¬ 
ther,” said town councillor 
Mollie Rennie. 

Fellow councillor Trevor 
Jones says the problem has 
been caused by restrictions 
in Coburg Road and 
nearby roads where people 


used to park. He said that 
any suggestion of taking 
away those restrictions, to 
ease the situation in 
Queens Road would sim¬ 
ply not work. 

“You will soon see the 
bullets fly if you suggest 
that. You can stand in 
front, because it’s not 
going to happen,” he said.

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WHAT'S IN A YEAR? 

A year ago this week the View from Dorchester carried the following reports... 
we thought it might be either amusing , interesting , or even annoying to let you 
judge how these issues have changed in the past 12 months - if at all! 


■ DORCH ESTER has suffered its coldest February day for 
half a century. 

Town weather recorder John Oliver noted a chilly 
minus 11C on Saturday morning, making it the third 
coldest night of any month in the last 50 years and the 
coldest February reading over the same period. 

The icy conditions led to a spate of minor accidents and 
the widespread cancellation of weekend football. 

■ THE DISTRICT council has been accused of letting 
down people with disabilities by failing to take action 
against a proliferation of advertising boards on pave¬ 
ments in Dorchester. 

It has been claimed that at a peak around 100 boards 
can be found in the town centre - many of them trip haz¬ 
ards for people with poor sight, or mobility problems, 
and an unnecessary obstacle for those in wheelchairs 
and for parents with buggies. 

Town councillors claim that West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil promised to resolve the problem - but has done little, 
siding with those in business rather than people who 
need uncluttered access to the streets. 

Disability campaigners believe there could be a case 
for legal action against some of the A-Board owners. 

Keith Wilson, from the Town's Civic Society, said a re¬ 
quest was made to the District Council for a meeting 
with traders to try and solve the problem in early Decem¬ 
ber, but nothing had happened. 

Dorchester councillor Trevor Jones says he is dismayed 
by the lack of action. He said that a meeting was held last 
year at which West Dorset District Council volunteered 
to lead an attack on the problem. 

■ DORCHESTER'S BID team is running out of time to 
prove it has done something tangible with more than a 
third of a million pounds. 

"After nearly four years, and the spending of some 
£350,000 of BID levy payers money, I still can't see those 
'improvements'and I feel that many levy payers have 
every reason to feel that they have been sold short by 
the BID," said district councillor Alistair Chisholm. 

He told town councillors that he was an enthusiastic 
backer of the Business Improvement District plans when 
they were first talked about in 2007 and spent many vol¬ 
untary hours selling the idea to businesses and local peo¬ 
ple. 

"I am not saying that all BID money has been wasted, 
and I'll happily admit that the BID has achieved a number 
of benefits for the town's businesses. But 'where are the 
flowers?', where are the visible, tangible, improvements 
that have enhanced the town centre for everyone?" 

"I believe they are sadly lacking and that their continu¬ 
ing absence will make it very difficult to get a second yes 
vote in the spring of 2013." 

■ CAR DRIVERS parking for long periods on grass verges 
in Darners Road, Dorchester could have action taken 
against them. 

District and town councillor David Barrett is calling on 
the county council's parking team to take enforcement 
action if drivers are breaking the law. 

The problem will also be discussed at the next town 
council planning committee. 

■ TOWN councillor Tim Harries has called for the layout 
of Queen Mother Square at Poundbury to be sorted out. 

He says drivers are confused and pedestrians are being 
put at risk by the confused layout which, he says, has 


been a problem since the new Waitrose store opened. 

"This is a dangerous square. There will be an accident 
with people zig-zagging about in the traffic." 

Town council clerk, Dennis Holmes, had been in¬ 
structed in early January to write to both the Duchy of 
Cornwall and Dorset County Council to try and solve the 
problem after the issue was raised at the town planning 
committee. 

So far the town council has not had a response from ei¬ 
ther. 

■ DORCHESTER'S Stop the Drop anti-litter group say 
they are delighted that Mayor Tess James has promised 
to join them on one of their litter picks. 

The pledge came after group members managed to 
pick eight sacks of litter in under an hour in response to 
comments at theTown Council that Dorchester does not 
have a litter problem. 

Evidence of the scale of the problem was presented to 
the council and highlighted in a View from Dorchester 
front page report two weeks ago. 

Stop the Drop organiser Bob Kerr said he was "heart¬ 
ened" by the mayor's response coupled with a promise 
to look further at what else might be done to tackle litter 
in the county town. 

"Our real objective is to stop littering in the first place, 
by announcing and then implementing an anti-litter 
campaign for Dorchester, which could involve commu¬ 
nity groups organising litter picks while the police with 
PCSOs, enforce the law with fixed penalty notices. 

"Concurrent with such activity we seek support from 
heads of schools, and especially primary and middle 
schools, to include anti- litter programmes within their 
green flag programmes,"said Mr Kerr. 

■ PATIENTS are waiting up to 11 months for pain relief 
from the Dorset County Hospital. 

At a public meeting in Dorchester relatives and those 
needing the treatment criticised the Dorset Primary Care 
Trust for their lack of urgency. 

Dorchester Pain Clinic patients told the meeting of de¬ 
lays in getting pain relief injections 

One speaker said although she was due for an injection 
every three months her last one had been in December 
2010. 

After the meeting, Michel Hooper-lmmins told View 
from Dorchester: "There is no doubt that Dorset NHS is 
already letting down patients in pain. It has failed to 
match the resources- that is to say the number of con- 
sultants'appointments- to the number of patients need¬ 
ing their services. This is why there are hundreds of 
Dorset patients up to a year late with their injections. I 
do believe Dorset County Hospital has mismanaged the 
clinics, but there is no doubt the Dorset PCT has under¬ 
financed the pain clinic for at least two years." 

■ A DORCHESTER building once described as more like 
Stalin's mausoleum is to be given a make-over. 

The existing sports hall at the Thomas Hardye School, 
which was controversially clad with masonry, will later in 
the year be re-worked to look more like the rest of the 
school. 

Together with the improvements to the sports hall the 
school is also asking to demolish the existing pool and 
associated buildings, including the removal of the 
learner pool which was added in the 1990s. 

Part of the area where the pool once stood will be 
shaped into an earth bank and grassed. 


Young performers get a chance to shine

tions programme, a nationwide cel¬ 
ebration of plays for young people. 

The Youth Theatre’s Senior group 
will be performing ‘Don’t Feed the 
Animals’ by Jemma Kennedy at 
The Thomas Hardye School at 
7.30pm on Wednesday 20th and 
Thursday 21st February. 

The play is about the under-fire 
Sparks Circus which has been 
forced to sell its star elephant whilst 
its human performers are defecting 
to a rival show. With a busy bank 
holiday approaching the action fo¬ 
cuses on how will the remaining 


performers Zach and Missy fill the 
big top and stop the family business 
going bust. When a gang of bored 
youths turn up, suddenly the pair are 
faced with a chance of saving the 
show by involving what seems to be 
an untrainable mob in learning cir¬ 
cus skills - and fast! 

Jo Simons, Dorchester Youth The¬ 
atre director, said: “It’s fantastic to 
get this recognition for DYT by tak¬ 
ing part in such an exciting project. 
After performing at Thomas Hardye 
School Theatre, where a Connec¬ 
tions director will come and watch, 
the play will be further developed 
and performed at The TR2 at The 


Drum, at Theatre Royal in Ply¬ 
mouth in May.” 

From hundreds of youth theatre 
groups across the country about 200 
have been chosen to take part.

Councillors decide road noise should

Mayor Andy Canning told a meet¬ 
ing of the town’s planning commit¬ 
tee that he would be against barriers 
because they would make the tree- 
lined road look more urban. 

The Highways Agency will now be 
asked to consider resurfacing the 
road.

Dorchester; St George’s, Dorch¬ 
ester; St Andrew’s at West Stafford 
and finally St Simon and St Jude at 
Winterbourne Monkton. 

There was also a farewell dinner 
in St Mary’s Hall on Saturday 
evening. 

The departure pilgrimage mirrored 
the Reverend Stephens arrival when 
he visited all five churches, as the 
benefice was then, on foot. 

On Sunday 10th he took part in the 
final part of his departure - a Eu¬ 


charist service at St Mary’s. 

The Reverend Stephens, and his 
wife Carol have been in Dorchester 
for more than five years, arriving 
from a smaller set of rural parishes 
in Wiltshire. 

“From the very start the people 
proved welcoming, supportive and 
determined that the Anglican 
Church in our community could 
thrive in order that the community 
may be served,” said the Reverend 
Stephens. 


Twelve police officers to be recruited 


DORSET residents will be paying an 
extra lp a day from April for the 
county’s police force. 

The Police and Crime Panel has ap¬ 
proved a 1.95 per cent rise in the 
budget, equivalent to £183.51 for a 
Band D property, a rise of £3.5 lp a 
week on the current level. 

Dorset’s Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Martyn Underhill said: 


"The budget will secure the recruit¬ 
ment of another 12 police officers, 
increase the number of special con¬ 
stables, the extension of mobile data 
and will improve support to victims. 

“Police officer recruitment in 
Dorset has been suspended since 
June 2010. Although overall num¬ 
bers are set to fall further as Govern¬ 
ment funding continues to decline, 


recruitment of new officers is impor¬ 
tant to bring in new blood and allow 
for balance within the workforce.” 

A new intake of 12 police officers 
will be recruited in June 2013. This 
will result in a net reduction of 38 of¬ 
ficers, rather than the originally an¬ 
ticipated reduction of 50 from the 
force.

New stroke monitors to benefit patients 


TWO new hi-tech heart monitors will help stroke patients being 
treated at Dorset County Hospital. 

The South West Stroke Research Network, which co-ordinates 
and supports studies into stroke, has provided £5,500 to pay for 
the equipment. 

The monitors can be worn by patients discretely as they go 
about their daily lives collecting information about their heart 
rhythms which can help prevent them suffering a stroke. 

Clinical Stroke Lead Dr Harald Proschel: “These devices will 
help improve the detection rate of atrial fibrillation (AF), which 
causes a fast and erratic heartbeat. 

“With traditional monitors we can only monitor people for 24 
to 48 hours at a time which doesn’t necessarily pick up the cardiac 
rhythms we are looking for. These new devices can monitor a pa¬ 
tient for up to 32 days and you can program them to find very 
specific heart rhythms. 

“AF can cause severe, disabling strokes and we hope, through 
detecting the irregular heart rhythms, that we can prevent these 
from happening. There is also the added benefit that it will allow 
us to enter eligible patients into clinical trials.”

P ERCHED high on the headland at the mouth 
of Cornwall’s trendy Camel Estuary, the St 
Moritz Hotel reeks of decadence but in a 
non-pretentious way. 

With the North Cornwall beaches in close proxim¬ 
ity, and glorious views over the Atlantic, there can 
be few better places to spend a weekend break away 
from the rigours of the daily grind. 

We chose the coldest weekend of the winter for our 
sojourn into Cornwall, although as Devon was snow¬ 
bound and shivered in sub-zero temperatures there 
was little of the white stuff west of Exeter with the 
Duchy basking in temperatures of five degrees and 
more. 

Even in such arctic conditions, the journey from 
View From Country into deepest Cornwall took just 
over two hours and a warm welcome was awaiting 
from the staff at St Moritz. 

A luxury hotel has stood on this stunning site over¬ 
looking Daymer Bay, near Rock, since the 1930s, 
making it the perfect setting for the ultimate luxu¬ 
rious break. 

The original, imposing private house belonged to 
a couple called the Underwoods who, after the war, 
reinvented it as a luxurious hotel. On his trips to St 
Moritz, Richard Underwood found a commitment 
matching his own for haute cuisine, excellent serv¬ 
ice and attention to detail, and named the hotel after 
the Swiss town. 

The St Moritz became truly international. Its chefs 
learned their trade in Switzerland and the excel¬ 
lence they brought back - and on which the Under¬ 
woods insisted throughout - saw its reputation soar. 
Politicians, film stars, business leaders and writers 
were drawn to the spectacular coast but, most of all, 
to the hotel’s celebrated levels of service. 

Brothers Hugh and Stephen Ridgway, the new 
owners, bulldozed the original building and in a £15 
million development completed in 2008, recreated 
those heady art deco days of the 1950s with an hotel 
and leisure complex which is dedicated to supplying 
the perfect antidote to the daily stresses of urban 
life. 

Standing on the Trebetherick headland, with in¬ 
spiring views over the estuary between the trendy

resorts of Polzeath and Rock and within easy reach 
of some of Cornwall’s most popular attractions, the 
St Moritz is the ideal base for getting acquainted 
with the magic of Cornwall. 

But don’t be fooled into thinking that this is just a 
posh pad for yuppie couples; the St Moritz is very 
much a family hotel. Despite its obvious opulence, 
the first thing we noticed was the collection of kiddie 
essentials in the foyer - buckets and spades, wellie 
boots, skateboards and even a surfboard. 

The hotel also has its own holiday club for chil¬ 
dren, branded as the Mini Moritz, with a host of ac¬ 
tivities including sand safaris, not to mention their 
own menu and cocktails. 

We spent our two nights at the St Moritz in a 
ground floor suite which included its own kitchen 
and which would have made any Domestic Goddess 
salivate. Not that we intended using it with one of 
Cornwall’s best restaurants waiting for our custom 
in the main body of the hotel.

of Audrey Hepburn’s “Breakfast at Tiffany’s and a 
game of Truth or Dare. 

The snow had caused a number of cancellations 
from guests intending to stay at the weekend but did 
not seem to affect the restaurant where the high 
standards expected in this part of Cornwall were 
clearly satisfied by new head chef Nick Osborne. 

Committed to the finest British food, predomi¬ 
nantly Cornish ingredients, his team of nine chefs 
working in the open kitchen, make the dining expe¬ 
rience more interesting, demonstrating huge atten¬ 
tion to detail and presentation. 

With its proximity to the Cornish ports, fish fea¬ 
tures prominently on the menu with Nick not final¬ 
ising the evening menu until he has bought his fresh 
fish, landed by the daytime fisherman from Port 
Isaac to Newlyn.

Pothole plague risks a rise in tyre related road casualties 


The current'pothole epidemic'blighting 
the UK's roads is not only causing added 
financial burden for drivers and councils, 
but it is also in danger of leading to a rise 
in the number of tyre related road casu¬ 
alties. 

The stark warning has been issued by 
TyreSafe, the UK's leading tyre safety or¬ 
ganisation and comes after the con¬ 
sumer watchdog Which? found that 
Councils in England and Wales paid out 
£22.8m in compensation to drivers for 
pothole related damage in 2012. 
"Hitting a pothole can cause a number 
of tyre and wheel problems which can 
have a serious impact on road safety,"ex¬ 
plains Stuart Jackson, chairman, Tyre- 
Safe. "Visible damage such as buckled 
wheels or lumps in the tyre are the most 
obvious signs of a problem which must 
be addressed by a qualified professional.

However, hidden problems such as 
cracked alloys can be just as dangerous." 
Indeed, such is the scale of the pothole 
problem that one TyreSafe member re¬ 
ported more than 100 customers with 
damaged alloy wheels visited one of its 
outlets in just the last month alone. Fur¬ 
thermore, following the 'perfect storm' 
conditions for the formation of potholes, 
many road experts are now predicting 
months of motoring misery ahead. 

"If drivers do hit a pothole, it's important 
that they check their tyre pressures reg¬ 
ularly over the next few days to see if 
there is any gradual loss of pressure," 
adds Jackson. "Hairline fractures in the 
alloy wheel can lead to air escaping and 
low pressure can have devastating con¬ 
sequences." 

Correct air pressure is particularly impor¬ 
tant for safe driving. Not only is handling 
and cornering affected by low pressure, 
but when driven under-inflated for pro¬ 
longed periods, tyres are more likely to 
overheat and suffer from rapid deflation. 
This type of event can be extremely diffi¬ 
cult to control as it often occurs at high 
speeds on motorways risking the life of 
the driver, vehicle occupants and other 
road users as well. 

Other pothole related damage that driv¬ 
ers are being advised to look out for in¬ 
clude cuts, lumps or bulges in the tyre as 
well as any changes to the vehicle's feel 
or handling which can be a sign of mis¬ 
alignment. 

"If you are in any doubt about the condi¬ 
tion of your wheels and tyres, we'd ad¬ 


vise popping along to your nearest tyre retailer so they 
can give them a thorough inspection and make sure 
they're safe to use,"concluded Jackson. 

Drivers unsure of their correct tyre pressures can find 
details in their vehicle handbook, inside the fuel filler 
cap or on a plate on the driver's door sill. Alternatively 
they can use TyreSafe's free iPhone app or check online 
at www.tyresafe.org.

Battling Magpies confound their critics 


Dorchester Town 2 Salisbury City 1 

February 9th, Blue Square Sth - att 641 
DORCHESTER Town confounded their 
critics on Saturday in front of the largest 
league attendance of the season, when 
they beat Blue Square South league 
leaders Salisbury City, scoring with their 
only two shots on target. 

Jake Smeeton gave the Magpies a first- 
half lead and despite James White 
pulling a goal back immediately after 
Ben Watson had added a second quarter 
of an hourfromtheend, Dorchester dug 
in to win three invaluable points that 
have seen them move into midtable. 

The Whites had only previously lost 
four games this campaign, and having 
stopped Dorchester's brilliant start to 
season in their first meeting, by beating 
them 4-0 at the Raymond McEnhill Sta¬ 
dium in early October, many expected 
them to complete the double given the 
Magpies recent poor form. 

Dorchester were forced to go into the 
game without their midfield playmaker 
Ashley Nicholls who sustained a foot in¬ 
jury against Basingstoke midweek. 

He was replaced by the ever industri¬ 
ous and tenacious Smeeton, whilst Nick 
Crittenden who was doubtful for the 
match following a pulled hamstring, de¬ 
clared himself fit to play to boost man¬ 
ager Phil Simkin's diminishing squad 
which was also missing skipper Mark 
Jermyn. 

The surface was once again a problem 
and with defender's finding it difficult to 
turn, it made it a testing time for the 
keeper's with a more than usual number 
of back passes on a bobbly surface early 
on. 

As a result neither side were too ambi¬ 
tious in the opening quarter of the 
match, but Crittenden was showing his 
value. 

Despite being 34 years old and mindful 
of his hamstring, he continued to work 
the touchlines superbly, and with Sam 
Malsom maintaining his recent good 
form on the other wing, they kept the 
Salisbury defence on alert. 

The home defence that had conceded 
early goals in their last three matches, 
looked to be back to their usual solid 
form and completely snuffed out the 
danger from the league's top scorer 
White. 

Although Salisbury shaded possession, 
Dorchester's ability to close them down 
made it an interesting encounter, and it 
wasn't until midway through the first 
half that Dorchester forced a corner that 
proved fruitless. 

However three minutes later they took 
the lead with their only shot of the first- 
half. 

Charlie Clough, once again showing 
that he is more than just a powerhouse 
in midfield, played the most exquisite 
pass that bisected the White's defence to 
Malsom on the right. 

His low ball across the face of goal 
found Smeeton beyond the far post 
whose shot from an acute angle de¬ 
flected off a defender on its way in. 

This stirred Salisbury and they upped 
their game to try and get back on level 
terms. 

Just after the half-hour debutant Glenn 
Wilson toe poked the ball through to 
Chris McPhee on the left, but his shot 
was too high as it flashed across the face 
of goal. 

Keeper Jason Matthews who had been 
untroubled before, was then called on to 
make the first of several first class saves 
on 41 minutes that proved he was back 
to his early season form. 

White's neat flick found Elliott Frear on 
the corner of the six-yard box, but 
Matthews was quickly down at his feet 
to block his effort. 


The ball was re-circulated and Ryan 
Brett's curling 20-yard angled shot just 
drifted past the far post. 

James Clark then headed over from a 
corner on the stroke of half-time. 

Salisbury came out all guns blazing in 
the second-half, pinning Dorchester in 
their own half as they looked to equalise. 

White broke clear down the left but 
there was no one to finish, before Frear, 
on a season's loan from Exeter City, burst 
down the left before firing in a fierce 
near post shot that Matthews beat away. 

The ball ran to Brett but he could only 
shoot tamely at the Dorchester'keeper. 

Almost immediately Matthews was 
called on to bravely punch a cross away 
from among a group of players. 

The ball fell to Theo Lewis 25 yards 
from goal who connected superbly with 
a vicious volley, but somehow the un¬ 
sighted Matthews recovered his position 
to brilliantly claw away the shot as it 
sped through a crowd of players. 

White's Robert Matthews then outmus- 
cled Nathan Walker in a tussle for the ball 
near the byeline but fired his shot from 
a very acute angle across the face of 
goal. 

White should have made better of 
Harry Bell's slip but he sliced his shot well 
wide, and then saw Walker block his 
close range effort on the line. 

After being under pressure for so long, 
Dorchester finally broke away and per¬ 
haps should have doubled their advan¬ 
tage. 

Neil Martin produced a magnificent 
tackle to stop another Frear run down 
near the corner flag. Quick to recover, he 
then raced to the halfway line before re¬ 
leasing Watson down the right channel. 

The striker ran into the box and was 
just about to shoot when a brilliant slid¬ 
ing tackle, timed to perfection from Em¬ 
manuel Udoji stopped him. 

Watson may perhaps have delayed his 
shot a fraction too long, but had the 
White's full back got it wrong it would 
have been a penalty and a red card. 

Fortunately the former Grecian made 
amends four minutes later with a peach 
of a goal. Brett was booked for a foul on 
Watson wide right and 35 yards from 
goal. 

Walker got a flick on Martin's free kick 
and Watson volleyed past Mark Scott 
with the outside of his boot from close 
range. 

Walker got a cut above his eye for his 
troubles and was off the field when Sal¬ 
isbury pulled one back within a minute. 

gallant effort 

Matthew's twice beat out close range 
shots in quick succession as Salisbury 
swarmed around his goal, and despite a 
gallant effort in getting his hands to the 
ball a third time couldn't keep out 
White's effort. 

Dorchester dug in and nullified the Sal¬ 
isbury attacks until the last few minutes 
when they poured forward in numbers 
to try and retrieve something from the 
game. 

Matthews was required to keep out an¬ 
other two shots whilst a fabulous block 
from Aaran Pugh denied sub Daniel 
Fitchett. 

Matthews was named the man of the 
match, but in fairness each one of them 
were magnificent and showed that they 
still can produce the goods. 

Clough delivers as Magpies fight back

THINGS might have been different had 
Sam Malsom's vicious third minute drive 
found the net rather than the fingertips 
of Basingstoke 'keeper Ashley Bayes. 

An early lead might have settled the 
Magpies, instead within six minutes they 


were two goals down. 

Both sides started at a high tempo 
which lasted most of the match, and 
Malsom after being played in by Charlie 
Clough couldn't have hit his angled shot 
much better, but the visiting skipper was 
equal to it, tipping the ball over the 
crossbar.

PORTLAND cricketer and Dorset coach Grant Neven is fast ap¬ 
proaching a trip to Uganda to help help raise awareness to AIDS 
and to coach local people to play cricket. 

"Stumpy" as he is known in cricket circles coaches Portland 
Red Triangle will travel to Uganda as part of Cricket Without 
Boundaries, a UK cricket development and AIDS awareness 
charity which is run almost entirely by the dedication and en¬ 
thusiasm of its volunteers. 

He has just attended a training weekend in preparation for his 
trip and sent this report: 

"There is now less than two weeks to go until I depart with the 
first Cl/1/6 trip of 2013 as we head out to Uganda. 

"Having overcome late January's wintry weather, all 26 new 
volunteers showed they are more than ready for the adventure 
ahead during a fantastic training weekend at Finham Park 
School in Coventry. 

Over two days the 'Class of Spring 2013', I and my new team 
mates, discussed our itineraries and got to grips with incorpo¬ 
rating the vital HIV/AIDS messages into our coaching. 

"The weekend started with some team bonding as everyone 
was introduced to their country groups knowing that by the end 
of the weekend new friendships will have been formed that will 
last a lifetime.
